Fire believed to have started from 
a furnace in th e basem ent of a 
concrete block garage building on 
th e Em m itsburg road th ree miles 
south of G ettysburg M onday a fte r­ 
noon com pletely destroyed the build­ 
ing and its contents, w ith loss esti­ 
m ated a t $14,000 Most of th e loss is 
covered by insurance, th e owner, 
C arl A Scheide, said. 
The property, known as th e F am ­ 
ily Cabins, is located just south of 
the intersection of the Em m itsburg 
road and C onfederate avenue, and 
was 
purchased 
recently 
by 
Mr. 
Scheide an d his wife. A nna M., for- i 
m erly of Bayside. Long Island. N Y , j 
from D onald and Beulah K repps , 
and Frederick T and Sallie M Rule 
Possession was given Ja n u ary 2. 
The property consists of th e con­ 
crete block building, form erly used 
as a garage; a concrete building a d ­ 
joining, used as a grease p it; seven 
cabins an d th e hom e 
Mr 
Scheide discovered th e fire 
when he entered a rear basem ent ' 
door He said th e beam s In th e ceil­ 
ing were on fire and he saw electric 
sparks 
He ran to his hom e and 
telephoned th e G ettysburg Fire com ­ 
pany. T he alarm was received at 
2:30 p m. L ater Barlow and Vigilant 
Hose com pany of Em m itsburg were 
called. 
The fire spread through the build­ 
ing w ith g rea t rapidity, fanned by a 
high wind W hen firem en arrived it 
was im possible to save it. Using 
w ater from their booster tanks, they 
prevented the spread of th e flam es 
to th e near-by cabins and o th er 
buildings. Twice later, at 5:25 p m 
and again a t 6:55 p m firem en were

ETERNAL VERITIES 
8ome 12 years ago I bought a re- , 
markable book—“Variety" (Second 
Series), by the late French writer 
Paul Valery. I found it an inspiring 
book, mostly composed of his essays, 
but the chapter most intriguing to 
me was that one entitled 
Spiritual 
Polity." From that essay I wish to 
quote one sentence: "Though com­ 
pletely armed with knowledge and 
endowed with power, we are blind 
and impotent in a world we have 
equipped and organized—a world of 
which we now fear the inextricable 
complexity." 
That sentence could have been 
wTitten yesterday as applicable to 
today. Where in all the world has 
such a miraculous progress been 
made as in this Western World of 
ours? Materially we have climbed 
the heights, but spiritually we have 
remained blind to the eternal veri­ 
ties. 
The stars in the heavens have 
not changed their positions. The 
birds at Springtime still sing their 
familiar strains. The sunshine buds 
the flowers and blesses them as 
they break into bloom and scatter 
their fragrance. But man keeps tin­ 
kering with his machines and chem­ 
ical*. He forgets about the color of 
the sky, and the heavens beyond. He 
looks to wars. that settle nothing 
and destroy everything precious to 
life. 
Anne O Hare McCormick, in a 
brilliant and beautiful article in a 
recent issue of The New York Times, 
! tells of the famous cathedral Char- 
I tres. in France, as a symbol of the 
“eternal veiities" that live on in a 
troubled world, said she: "It tells 
us that the power of the spirit, fired 
and fused, will always overcome 
brute force " For 700 years this great 
creation of the people has thus 
stood. She calls it “a credo in stone." 
So it is. 
Two more quotations from Valery's 
brilliant essay. He said: “How many 
amusements there are! There were 
never so many toys! But how many 
anxieties there are, too! Never were 
there so many fears.** Again he said: 
"We have lost the leisure for m atur­ 
in g ." A grave challenge to our 
| Christian faith is upon us. W*here 
do we go from here? We are at the 
cross-roads. God grant we take the 
right road, inspired by the eternal 
verities
